It is wilh pleasure that I welcome you 


to our city. One year ago, atourorgani 
zuiion, forty-live councils were reported; 
tbe present number is sixty-nine, a gain 
of twenty-four new councils in the year. 
I am sorry lo say that seven councils have 
been suspended, but hope that moat of 
them will be enabled to place themselves 
in good glancing, and I now recommend 
ihal this grand body devise some means 
lor raising a fund to defray the expenses 
of sending a competent person lo these 
and other weak councils, that a new in 
teresl may be aroused, and they may be 
helped to regain and bold their place in 
the aciive list. 1 would recommend that 
councils pay a per capita tux on all of 
tneir members, without regard lo sex or 
class. I have commissioned II) grand lec- 
turers; many of them I know to be tal 
enied men of sterling integrity, and earn 
est in their desire to increase the order, 
yet the additions which have been made 
to the number of councils have been the 
work of two or three. 


The question of optional benefits has 


been agitaled ibrougbout the order. This 
I do not favor, Out as a substitute I woulc 
approve of Ibe adoption of half rales, as 
proposed by the Supreme Council- 


Now the important queelion for us to 


consider is: "How shall we tie able to in 
crease our temperance and beneficiary 
work?" 


I fear that while many of our members 


look upon tbe order as an excellen 
scheme of mutual insurance, they do no 
consider that it is really one of the very 
best temperance, organizations in exist 
ence; as proof of this assertion I quote the 
following from the circular issued by tbe 
Supreme Council: "The binding effecl o 
the pledge of total abstincence, backed 
up by the splendid benefit of the order, 
has been fully established by the fact tba' 
less tbon two hundred have been expelled 
from the order since its orgaoi/.alion

this respect we challenge comparisons 
with auy 
and all 
lemperunce orders 


in existence. This fact aluoe stamps us 
as the most permanent louil abstinence 
order in the world. These facts should 
inspire each member to take an aciive in- 
terest in the work aud induce them lo at- 
tend Ihe meetiuiis, and strive lo nuke 
them interesting aiul plcasiiiu. 
There 


should be programmes arranged for the 


i entertainment. i;-f those present; a better 


I aucndniiuu would be the result, and olb- 
! ers would be induced lo join. 
Our motto 


| of "Mope, Love and Truth" should be 


more deeply impressed upon our minds. 
We c;i:i infuse new life into Ihe work if 
every liny..; Templar willj remember aud 
l u i f i l l uiv ; > ; v r t of cur obligation in which 
we pioiinscM -tj use our ''moral social and 
religious inllueucc lor the promotion of 
the cause of Temperance, the suppress- 
ion of Hit rum traffic, aud the elevation of 
our race." 
We should not depend too 


much upon olhers, but each one should 
try to do his whole duty, then success 
will crown our labors.

The 
secretary staled lhat Ibe membership of 
Royal Templars of Temperance Councils 
in Illinois has increased within tbe past 


year from 1,208 to 1,573—a gain of 365. 
Tbe present total membership is clasiifled 
as follows: Males—active,862; honorary, 
63 ; total, 925. Females—oontrlbuting,

ceive $1,000 ; or $500 in caee of tola 
disability.

FROM IOWA. 


Sioux RAPIDS, IOWA, Jan. 29. 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN : — Thinking 


perhaps some reader of your paper 
might like to hear from northwestern 
Iowa, I will in brief give jou a descrip- 
tion of thia country and its future pros- 
pects. 
The climate is healthy, the 


atmosphere dry, winter longer acd cold- 
er than in central Illinois, but all claim 
that the cold here is not as hard either 
on man or beast. 
The soil is good, 


particularly ou the divide between the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers, taking 
in as a portion of northwestern Iowa 
portions of the 
following counties: 


Oaceola, O'Brien. Clay, Cherokee, Buena 
Vista, Ida and Sac. 
The last four 


counties have settled up very fast, there 
now being but a small portion of the 
land unsold, and ranging in price— 
within eight milee of tne railroad— 
Irom ten to twenty dollars per acre. 
The land in the other counties men- 
tioned is lower, being farther north and 
west and much farther from a railroad. 
These lands are worth from five to ten 
dollars per acre. This country is fast 
.settiit)': up. 
Tbere will be a railroad 


built tins coining season so far as 
O'Brien county; the road is one of the 
branches of the Chicago and North- 
wcstern,Jand is flnished and in ruunirie 
order from DCS IVIomes, Polk county, to 
Eagle Grove in Wright county, where 
it forms a division—one division going 
north, ihe other west through the coun- 
ty of Humbolt, with a portion of Poca- 
hontas, northeast corner of Buena A'ista 
and southwest corner of Clay, thence 
through O'Brien and Sioux counties into 
Dakota. 


Sioux Rapids is beautifully located 


on the bnnks ot Little Sioux rivor . at 
this place is one of the best water pow- 
eis in the state 
Storm Lake is the 


nearest railroad" town at present, being 
twenty miles south on the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad. Since the railroad was 
located through here last November the 
town has begun to grow despite the 
cold weather, and already this ib quite 
a little village. 
Four store rooms have 


been erected here this month, with a 
temperature nearly all the time at zero. 
They now have here two dry goods and 
grocery stores, ouc drug store, one hard- 
ware store, two harness shops, two 
blacksmith shops, one wagon shop, one 
grist mill and a good hotel but alto- 
gether too small to do the business. 


In this town is a good opening for 


the following lines ot bus nc^ • agri- 
cultural house, wagon shop, b)ot and 
shoe maker with stock, furniture store, 
tailor, barber and butcher shops, brick 
masrn and some one to start a brick 
yard (none within twenty miles), also a 
lumber yard. 
These lines of business 


are not yet represented. 


Now here is a chance for those with 


but little capital. One can get any 
amount of prairie to break at from two 
to two and a half dollars per acre, fur- 
nishing your own team and plow. Those 
that have not capital enough to furnish 
their feed can get horses nnd plows 
furnished them and pay for them in 
breaking at two dollars per acre ; or 
they can put in flax, the owner of the 
land furnishing the seed and a pulver- 
izing barrow, paying half of the thresh- 
ing bill and taking half of the seed on 
the ground. After the flax is harvested 
you can get one dollar per acre for cross- 
plowing the land. 
An average crop of 


flax on sod here is fiom six to eight 
bushels an acre. 


I expect to remain here for a month, 


and anyone wishing to correspond with 
me can do so hy reference from Decatur 
national bank.

Oranges at >ew Orleans. 


AD old resident of New Orleans 


writes : "When 1 first came to this city 
fifty years since, there were only a few 
orange trees in the yards or gardens, 
and thirty years ago there was not much 
attention given to the cultivation. 'Yes- 
terday I was talking with some of our 
largest dealers, and they told me the 
shipments to distant cities and country 
towns for the last two months averaged 
3,000 barrels a day. 
They are shipped 


by the car-load, loose, to Chicago, St. 
Louis and other cities. This year's crop 
will bring about $12,000,000, and the 
production is increasing every year." 


IVniil Institutions. 


There are 129 penal institutions, in 


the United States, lorty-eight of which 
are penitentiaries, forty city jails and 
penitentiaries, twenty-five work-houses 
and sixteen houses ot correction. There 
are 40.122 convicts at labor, of whom 
37,245 are men and 2,877 women. Of 
the 
trades, 10,007 are employed at 


(arming and labor, 3,504 at iron work, 
i3,581 at boot and shoe making, 2,884 
on furniture, 2,262 on clothing, and 
the remainder on carriage making, car- 
pets, machinery, leather goods, stone 
work, wooden-ware and prison duties. 


ASSISTANT TREASURER HULHOUSE, 


of New York, calls attention to the fact 
that a number of mutilated United 
States notes presented for redemption 
have been rejected because they were 
parts of separate notes pasted together. 
By skillful tearing and patching eleven 
notes can be made out of ten, and this 
fraudulent practice is carried on in 
some quarti rs. The government pro- 
poses to protect itself and warns receiv- 
ers of patched notes to be on their 
guard, as they will not be redeemed. 


A DEALER at Bloomington has just 


shipped to eastern markets 6,000 coon 
skins, 500 'possums, 1,500 minks, 500 
skunks, over 1,000 musk-rats and 100 
red and gray foxes, or a total of almost 
10,000 skins. 


TILDEN'S WCOME TAX. 


The recent decision of the United 


Sta'es Supreme Court, 
affirming the 


constitutionality 
of the income tax 


law, has drawn attention to the case of 
Mr. Samuel J. Tilden, which has been 
pending before the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue and the courts tor the 
past four or five years. 
Statements 


have been made in connection with Mr. 
Tilden's case that are not only at vari- 
ance with the faots, but which have 
misrepresented the officers of the Gov- 
ernment. 
There ia no parallel between 


ttie ease of Mr. Springer, which was 
deoided last Monday, and that of Mr. 
Tilden. 
In the former, payment of in- 


come tax was refused upon the ground 
that the law under which that tax was 
imposed was unconstitutional. 
In the 


latter, the Government bought suit be- 
cause of the insufficiency of the re- 
turn. 
Mr. Tilden declined to make any 


return and the revenue officers, in pur- 
suance of the penal clause of the law, 
estimated bis annual income and added 
thereto a penalty of 50 per cent for his 
refusal to make out the return himself. 
The amount thus assessed against Mr. 
Tilden was paid by him. and the pre- 
sumption was that he purposely refused 
to make return because he believed that 
the assessor would not and could not 
estimate correctly, even approximately, 
his income for the year. 
Whatever 


may have been Mr. Tilden's intention 
in refusing to make return of his an- 
nual income, the effect was to defraud 
the United States out of a certain 
amount due by him for income tax. It 
was subsequently ascertained by docu- 
mentary evidence that the estimated in 
come ot Mr. Tilden was much below 
the amount actually received by him, 
and in answer to the cetaand for the 
difference between the amount paid and 
that ascertained to be due, Mr. Tilden 
set up the plea that the Government, 
having estimated his income for the 
year, and collected the tax and penalty, 
was estopped from msking further col- 
lection lor that year. 
It has been re- 


cently charged in some newspapers that 
the suit against Mr. Tilden was nursed 
and trial delayed by the government 
offisers for political effect. 
This is not 


true. 
The Government has always 


been anxious to have the case disposed 
of, and for some time has been ready to 
proceed with the trial. Last summer 
the counsel for Mr. Tilden requested a 
postponement of trial, and 
Commis- 


sioner Raum consented, for the reason 
that to refuse the request, in view of 
the then pending Presidential contest, 
would subject the Government to the 
charge of persecuting Mr. Tilden for 
political 
effect 
and advantage. 
The 


Government is now, and has been for 
many months, ready to proceed to trial, 
and the responsibility for delay rests 
entirely with Mr. Tilden's counsel. 
A 


proposition made by counsel for Mr. 
Tilden, to take a judgment for $5,000 
and allow the case to go to trial for de- 
cision on that amount, was declined by 
Commissioner Raum, who would not 
agree to accept a judgment for less 
than $60,000. 
The amount involved in 


the controversy is in the neighborhood 
of $125,000. 


IT is said that Massachusetts spends 


annually $5.000,000 for public schools, 
and Texas less than $1,000,000.

THE LIFE OF A CONGRESSMAN 


If anybody investigates the life of a 


faithful 
representative, 
he will find, 


says the Washington correspondent of 
the Springfield Republican, that it is a 
regular tread mill. 
Every morning, as 


soon as he has eaten bis breakfast and 
glanced over the papers, he must go 
through a heavy mail, which is sure to 
bring a lot of inquires about pensions 
and one thing and another that require 
visits to the departments. 
These visits 


must be made in the forenoon, or not 
at all. as the House seldom adjourns 
till after the departments are closed. Nor 
does the Representative have even the 
brief forenoon for tbis purpose every 
day, as he belongs to committees whose 
meetings will call him to the Capitol as 
early as half past 10 o'clock two or three 
days in the week. 
At noon the House 


meets and its session usually continues 
till 4 or 5. It a Congressman pays 
strict attention to the business that is 
going ou he can't do much else, though 
there are plenty of members who keep 
hard at work over their correspondence 
and other private matters at their desks 
all the afternoon, only stopping when 
their vote is needed, when they ask a 
neighbor bow it ought to be cast. 
In 


the evening, during the last half of the 
session, there 
are not unfrequently 


meetings of the House, which every 
member ought to attend, though it is 
very seldom that half of them turn 
out. 
But a faithful Representative al 


ways finds ample employment for his 
evenings in attending to his correspon- 
dence and investigating questions which 
have been referred to him by his com 
mittee. 
A conscientious member thus 


finds his time fully occupied from the 
time he gets up till he goes to bed. and 
a good deal of it. is spent on trivial 
matters, leaving him little leisure lor 
the study 
of the great questions of 


legislation which coiue up e\erj 
'-e 
1-- 


sion.

character and culture. Then the meth- 
ods of the Senate are those of gentle- 
men, the great fault in this respect be- 
ing an abnormal development of cour- 
tesy. 
In the House a man has to make 


liis speech when^.the chance comes or 
not at all, while'in the Senate, if it is 
getting a little late in the day and he 
leels as though he would ratter wait 
till the next morning, there is almost 
always a [readiness to adjourn lor his 
convenience. 
There is none—or, at 


least, very little—of 
the confusion 


which so often prevails in the House. 
Being so small a body, there is a chance 
for its members to become generally 
acquainted, and the long term affords 
opportunities for warm friendship to 
grow up. 
The 
pleasant committee- 


rooms present convenient harbors of 
refuge when a bore gets the floor for a 
long speech. 
In short, all the arrange- 


ments conduce to comfort. 
It is not 


strange that public men should so gen 
erally prefer seats in the Senate to 
places around the Cabinet table. 
One 


can understand why a man like Blame, 
whose inborn love of a racket makes

Senate intolerable, 


sbould welcome a change, but why the 
average Senator should throw up a po- 
sition ot such comfort and power tor 
the distractions and uncertainties of a 
Cabinet place, I cannot comprehend.

REAL ESTATE U booming in Chicago. 


Last week the market was very active, 
one ol the most notable sales being 
that of the Hale building, on the south- 
east corner of Washington and State 
streets, to Judge Van Higgins for 
$412;500. 
The size of the lot is 100 


feet on State street by 90 feet on 
'Washington, and the rents of the prop- 
erty after May 1 will exceed $48,009 a 
year. The price paid puts the Stale 
street front in at $4,125 per front foot, 
improved. This is the highest price 
that has ever been paid for property in 
Chicago. 


THE report of the commissioners of 


emigration shows that the number of 
immigrants arriving in this country 
during the year 1880 was greater than

ROBERT LINCOLN. 


Cabiiet Sp««al«»»n8—An Incident of 


His Academy Life.

Whether or not there is any troth in 


the report that Robert T. Lincoln, of 
Chicago, is to have a place in Gen. 
Gaifield's 
Cabinet, the choice might 


fall on a much worse man. Mr. Lin- 
coln is a lawyer of high standing, and 
a worthy son of bis noble father. The 
child is the father of the man, so 
Wordsworth tells us, aud there is an in- 
cident of Robert Lincoln's early Mfe 
which, on this principle, should com- 
mend him to present favor. 
In 1860 


he was preparing for Harvard College, 
at a New England Academy.

night sune ot the students indulged in 
the boyish mischief of unhanging gates, 
pulling down signs, etc. They carried 
their fun a little too far, and a local 
lawyer, also a prominent Republican 
politician, was employed to prosecute 
them by the persons aggrieved.

bam Lincoln had then been nominated 
for the Presidency, and the politician 
aforesaid was anxious for office. 
So in 


summoning the young offenders to ap 
pear before him be omitted Lincoln, or 
possibly he may not have known he was 
implicated. 
At any rate he was not 


called on. This did not consort with 
his ideas of justice,and he waited upon 
the lawyer, informing him that he was 
as guilty as any of the others, and de- 
manded that his name should be inclu- 
ded. 
The legal gentleman said he 


would sec about it, and he kept his 
word by successfully using his influ- 
ence to have the entire pfosecetion 
stopped. 
So all parties were appeased, 


the boys escaped soot free, the politi- 
cian avoided proceedings against the 
future President's son, and Robert Lin- 
coln showed himself a chip of the old 
block. 
He has done nothing since to 


forfeit the reputation which his conduct 
gave him among all who knew the cir- 
cumstances.

THOMAS CA.KULE 


The great essayist, biographer and 


historian, Thomas Canyle, died at Lon 
don on Saturday morning in the S6tl 
year of his age. Although popularly 
known as an English writer, Mr. Car 
lyle was a Scotchman by birth, and a 
graduate of the University of Edinburg, 
and had acquired fame as an author 
before he went to London to reside, in 
1S34. His best known worko are: "Sar- 
tor Resartus," The History of tbe 
French Revolution, Tho Life of Fred- 
erick the Great, The Life of Schiller, 
Oliver Cromwell's Letters and Speeches. 
During our civil war Carlyle proved to 
be one of the bitterest enemies of the 
American government, and exhibited 
the most intense joy over what he 
thought betokened its overthrow. 
He 


was a hero-worshiper, as his works all 
show, and a hater of the democratic 
ideas ha?e been crystalized ia our re- 
publican form of government. 
Honest 


he certainly was ia his theories of gov- 
ernment, but he wis \7roog ali 
the 


same. 


Incomes of English Statesmen. 


Mr. Gladstone is a man of consider- 


able wealth. He owns more than 6,000 
acres, from which his rental is £19,000. 
[ndeed, it is curious to note that under 
a Liberal as under a Conservative gov- 
ernment England is ruled by rich men. 
The Duke of Areyle owns 175,114 
acres, with a rental*of £50.842, and he 
is considered a poor dnke. 
Lord Hart- 


iogton's father derives a rental of 
$180,999 from 188,665 acres of land. 
Tbe income of the Liberal Cabinet is 
officially £60,000, but that is a mer« 
trifle. 
In land, Mr. Gladstone owns 


between 280,000 and 300,000 acres. 
The late Cabinet owned 520,000 acres 
of the soil. 
Lord Landon wai, more, 


over, heir to 12,000, and Lord John 
Manners to 70,000. There were thus 
upward of 600,000 acres divided among 
thirteen gentlemen at tbe administra- 
tion, giving them a round 46,000 each. 
The rent roll of these estates is rather 
over £400,000 a year. 
An equal dis- 


tribution would have given each of 
them £35,000 a year (nearly $100 a 
day), leaving £5,000 for a jollification 
at the end of the seesion. The Duke 
of Richmond had most acres—286,411 
(annual value, £79,683); he of Moribum- 
berland the biggest rental—£176,000 
(acres 186,397). 
W. H. Smith, self- 


made man as be is has already pur- 
chased nearly 7,000 acres of soil, which 
yield him about £10,500 per annum. 
Sir George Gray is in receipt of a Cab- 
inet position of £2,000 a year, to be 
entitled to which he has to make a 
formal declaration that he cannot prop- 
erly keep up bis social position without 
it. 
Now Sir George owns 2,913 acres 


in Northumberland, which bring him 
£4,080 per annum. 
What a strange 


social system is this, where one cannot 
live as a gentleman under £6,000 a 
year. 


An Arctic Winter. 
Baltimore American. 


The average temperature at Toronto, 


Canada, has been during the month of 
January, eix deg'ess lower than the 
January average during forty years. It 
seems that the isothermal lines have 
slipped down, and given to these lati- 
tudes a Canadian winter, and to Canada 
a Labrador winter. The marked pecu- 
liarity of this season has not been so 
much the severity and duration of the 
cold, as to the ^degree to which it has 
extended southward.

The statute of limitations in' this 


State provides that if any new promise 
be made in writing, or any payment be 
made upon a note, either one shall re- 
vive tbe debt atter it is barred. 


On June 3d, 1861, a gentleman now 


living in Leroy, but then residing in 
Pike country, '.signed a note as surety, 
and shortly thereafter left the county, 
supposing of course, that the principal 
would pay the note when it matured. 
The holder, for some reason, sought to 
pursue the 
surety rather than his 


friend to whom he had loaned the mon- 
ey, though the latter had made some 
smal, payments from time to time. 


Suit was instituted in this county 


against the surety, and he pleaded the 
statute of limitations of sixteen years. 
To this the plaintiff replied that pay- 
ments had been made upon the note 
within that time, and the defendant re-. 
joined that he had not made or author- 
ized such payments. 
The [plaintiff de- 


murred, thereby making the issue of 
law whether payments made by tbe 
principal without the knowledge and 
assent of the surety prevented the re- 
suming of tho statute of limitations as 
to the latter. 
It was an open question 


in this State. 
The Supreme Court had 


never passed upon it. 


Lord Mansfield many years ago, in 


England, held that the payment by one 
was a payment by all, and his ruling 
has been extensively followed in this 
country. 
But 
the 
Supreme 
Court 


of the United States with that of New 
York, Ohio and some others held the 
contrary doctrine. Tbe Circuit Conrt, 
after holding the case under advise- 
ment a couple of terms, 'decided that 
a payment by the principal without the 
assent of the surety did not arrest the 
statute as to him, and the case being 
taken to the Appellate Court on ap- 
pcpl, and on last Friday affirmed the 
judgment of the lower court, thereby 
re-affirming the doctrine that payments 
made by the principal do not prevent 
the running of tbe statute of limita- 
tions as to the surety, when made with- 
out his assent.

What they do 
upon the inside can only be surmised, 
but it is noticeable that when they have 
been so closeted for a few moments they 
invariably return to the Senate Cham- 
ber looking very muoh refreshed and 
strengthened.

happens that a vote be in progress, and, 
Edmunds 
being absent, Thurman's 


name is called, that gentleman, with 
the utmost gravity, though a close ob- 
server may notice a sly twitch in his 
eye, always replies: 


"Upon this question, Mr. President, 


IJam paired with my honored friend, 
the Senator from Vermont. 
If ho were 


present, he would vote no—I should 
vote yes." 


Exactly in the same fashion, if the 


great Republican Senator be the first 
in tbe chamber and Mr. Thurman ab- 
sent during roll-call, the tall straight 
form of the former may be seen slowly 
rising, and there come in deep tones 
from the close-cut and scarcely moving 
lips the words : 


"Upon this question, Mr. President, 


I am paired with my honored friend, 
the Senator from Ohio. 
If he were 


present he would vote yes—I would 
vote no." 


Then, slowly again, tbe Senator from 


Vermont takes his seat, and shortly 
after, when his "honored friend," the 
Senator from Ohio, is again in his place 
and has used his now historical bandana 
handkerchief, they exchange glances 
and go back to work. At such times 
he is an unfortunate man who attempts 
to contradict either of them in regard 
to a question of constitntional law. 
Allen G. Thurman, his ragged, red face, 
portly form, clear-cut speeches, sound 
law and grim humor, will be greatly 
missed in the United States Senate.

Paris Corrojx/ndence of (he London Time*. 
The sense of economy and thrift of 


the French people is especially striking 
to those who have.lived much in other 
countries. Nearly everybody possesses 
something in this country. 
If anybody 


does DOI, you may be pretty sore it i» 
bis own fault. Love of economy often 
verges on avarice. Go into any bouse 
in Paris, question the servants, and you 
may be certain tbat almost every one of 
them has some small treasure in lue 
shape of cash or boode. 
Jt is the saving 


of every day. The old servant in the 
house will often consult his 
master 


about bow be is to employ his money. 
The bead servant of a private house bere 
who has often filled my glass at table, 
bag saved enough to briog him .£70fl a 
year. He has been for 25 years in tbs 
same situation, and does his duty as 
strictlj as he did the tim day of bis ser- 
vice. He seldom goes out, never takes 
anything between his meals, and all be 
gains is carelU'ly put aside. 1 have met 
with so many examples that I am bound 
to believe tbistbriltto be a rule, A care- 
ful observer, who has'occasion to mix 
with t e middle classes in France, will 
be even more struck with the qualities I 
bave indicated.- -The w holte mode of 
liviogjs made subservient to the chil- 
dren; tbo baby has hardly seen daylight 
before the parents are already saving (01 
biui. 
Every child's future is provided 


lot at bis cradle by the earnest efforts of 
bis parents, and it is rarely their fault 
f they do not succeed. There is a cu 
rious exception to this almost general 
rule—the workman, the- artisan. Here 
you find many, and especially the belter 
paid, in towns and cities, who have npt 
preserved the good qualities of their fel- 
low-countrymen. Here you find drun- 
kenness, improvidence, and with them 
Communism. Still it may confidently 
t>e declared that these are a small minor- 
ty. 


The law obliging a Frenchman to di- 


vide most of bis possessions equally 
among his children makes it impossible 
to keep up large properties, and the 
holdings of land get steadily smaller. 
The state, however, levies duties on ev 
ery change of ownership, ranging ac- 
cording to consanguinity, from 3 to 11 
percent. This great division of prop- 
erty does not depreciate the value of the

-Jerusalem seems to be growing in fa- 


vor as a place of residence for foreigners 
wl.o find their native countries uncom- 
fortable. 
The foreign Jewish popula- 


tion has, according to Cousu) Moore, in- 
creased considerably of late years. 
The 


community is now estimated at 15,000, 
including native Jews, against 10,000 in 
1S73. The right of holding real proper- 
ty in Turkey, conceded to foreign sub- 
jects by the protocol in 1868, probably 
acconnta for Ibe increased immigration. 
The German colony at Jerusalem now 
numbeie nearly 400 persons; that at Jaf- 
fa about 300. There is a third German 
settlement at Caiff* of about equal num- 
ber with tbe last mentioned. The set- 
tlers are mechanics, artificers, carriers, 
and agriculturists, and are (airly pros- 
perous. No public works have been ex- 
ecuted, yet a harbor at Jaffa, a good car- 
riage road or tramway from that town to 
Jerusalem, and good roads all over tbe 
district are urgently needed.

WHILE on the bench in circuit court 


the other day, Judge Smith took occasion 
to define the duties of the sheriff, tbe 
matter having been sprung in connection 
with a criminal action then before the 
court. He 'emphatically stated that tbe 
orders of the court should be carried out 
literally; tbat when a criminal, no matter 
who he was or what his station in life may 
be, be should be imprisoned and be kept 
in jail until released by due process ot 
law. 
No prisoner should De granted any 


privileges whatever while in the custody 
of the sheriff. 
The Judge wound up 


his statement by saying that hereafter he 
would hotel the officers of the court re- 
sponsible for f.ny violation of orders 
entered upon the records. It should not 
be inferred from the foregoing that Sheriff 
Foster has been direlect in any of his 
duties since he was sworn into office, for 
Judge Smith took occasion to compliment 
him oa the faithfulness and promptness 
which have thus far characterized his 
official career. 
The Judge simply laid 


down the law iu emphatic terms, that 
offenders may know what to expect when 
committed to the custody of the sheriff.

When I was in Europe 


in 1879, [ was struck by seeing how 
much (more freely the telegraph was 
used in ordinary private business there 
than in this country This is especially 
true of Switzerland 
Of coarse the 


distances to be covered in this country 
are so enormous, and the population so 
sparse, we cannot, for some time to 
come, expect to see the work of cover 
ing the whole country with a telegraph 
10 system done as cheaply here as a 
little country like Switzerland, hot I 
am sure that under one system, without 
conflicting interests to look after, and 
with tbe expenses of only one organi 
nation instead of three or four to be 
met, snch economies can be introduced 
into American telegraphy that rates to 
the press and public can be gradually 
and systematically cheapened without 
impairing the efficiency .of the service 


Reporter — Do you think, then, this 


will be the result of the change ? 


Gonld— Of course I do, for it will 


be the policy and purpose of tbe new

I went into it
